Crying baby at 
Alinea inspires 
heated controversy

You’re out to dinner at one of Chicago’s most 
acclaimed restaurants. It cost $470 to reserve a 
table for two several months ago, and you’re rev- 
eling in the elaborate menu when you hear it: a 
baby crying. 

What should or should not happen next remains 
a fiery debate on Twitter, Facebook and parenting 
blogs three days after Alinea owner Grant Achatz 
shared the real-time example and his own uncer- 
tainty on the issue on Twitter: “Tbl brings 8mo. 
Old. It cries. Diners mad. Tell ppl no kids? Subject 
diners zcrying? Ppl take infants 2 plays? Concerts? 
Hate saying no, but..” 

Achatz did not ask the parents to leave, noting 
that the baby’s presence was prompted by a last- 
minute babysitter cancellation. But since the tweet, 
the situation has prompted discussions on NBC’s 
“Today” and ABC’s “Good Morning America,” and 
a popular new Twitter handle, @alineababy. 

Award-winning chefs and parenting experts 
have called for both new restaurant policies and 
more understanding. And parents and nonparents 
in Chicago are searching for reasonable guidelines 
on what is acceptable— or not— when it comes to 
bringing children to fine-dining establishments, 
theaters and other public spaces. 

Alinea, the 64-seat restaurant with a coveted 
three-Michelin-star rating and repeated rank- 
ings as one of the best in the world, carefully 


outlines its guidelines on its website. Drinks 
and gratuity are not included in the $210 -$265 
pre-paid tasting menu. Arrive 15 minutes before 
your ticket time. Tickets are non-re fundable, 
but transferable to friends, neighbors or anyone 
who can take your place. 

But Alinea lists no special rules about children. 

In an email Tuesday co-owner Nick Kokonas said 
the restaurant has no plans to change its policy 

“We welcome children of all ages who can en- 
joy the meal— there probably isn’t an age limit,” 
he said. ‘And we’ve had babies that have slept 
right through the dinner happily However, like all 
guests, we ask that a level of decorum is followed 
that at a minimum does not infringe on the ability 
of other patrons to enjoy their meal at Alinea.” 

The Lyric Opera does not allow babies. The 
Goodman Theater notes in its program book that V 

“babes in arms are not permitted.” And the Chica- 
go Symphony Orchestra does not permit children 
younger than 2. 

For restaurant owners, the rules are not as 
clear-cut. 

Chicago chef Carrie Nahabedian calls the issue 
of kids at a restaurant a touchy subject. Manage- 
ment encourages diners with infants to come at 
an earlier hour, when it’s easier to accommodate 
a stroUer, Nahabedian said. 

“Problems develop when guests arrive at 
the middle of a very heavy dinner service 
and then complain about the noise for their 
children,” she added. “We have had a few 
times where we offered mothers the pri- 
vate dining room for them to entertain 
their kids, nurse or just quiet time.”

In 2012, she was living paycheck 
to paycheck. She had just been laid 
off from her job as a home care aide. 
She was on the verge of losing her 
apartment. And then she opened a 
letter that said she had won more 
than $i million in a sweepstakes. 

“I figured that would be the answer to 
my prayers,” said Bullock, 48, who lives in 
WoodlaAvnAvith her daughter. 

To get her winnings, all she had to do 
was send more than $400 through West- 
ern Union for a processing fee. She was in- 
structed to deposit the check into a bank 
account, but instead she took it to a cur- 
rency exchange where she found out it was 
a fake. 

Bullock is far from the only one who 
has fallen for such scams. An estimated 
25.6 milHon people— 10.8 percent of U.S. 
adults — said they were fraud victims in 
2011, according to the results of a consum- 
er fraud survey by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission released in 2013. 

Hollywood has taken note. Scams and 
con artists have once again become the 
center of attention in movies from “The 
Wolf of Wall Street” and American Hus- 
tle” to an HBO film in the works titled 
“The Wizard of Lies” about Ponzi scheme 
mastermind Bernie Madoff Casting 
frauds, impostors and swindlers in lead-

“There’s a certain kind of drama in those 
stories. Con artists have to use their wiles 
and work their con, and it unfolds usually 
^u see people getting sucked into, step by 
step, the deception, lies and fraud,” said 
Arthur Lurigio, psychology and criminal 
justice professor at Loyola University Chi- 
cago. 

In reality con artists— short for “confi- 
dence” artists— can manipulate their tar- 
gets in person or from behind a computer. 
Generally they have a knack for gaining 
people’s trust based on false promises and 
credentials. They take advantages of weak- 
nesses such as loneliness or financial igno- 
rance, experts say 

They usually have no remorse, empathy 
for their victims or guilt about their crime. 
They can be witty, entertaining and adept 
at footing their victims by using the right 
Hngo and assuming phony roles— Like one 
of America’s most prominent con artists, 
Frank Abagnale, whose swindles in the 
’60s and ’70s were the basis of the 2002 
movie “Catch Me If ^u Can.” 

While many steal and embezzle, the 
scams aren’t all about money 

“It’s about the excitement of engaging 
in the con,” Lurigio said. “It’s gratifying for 
them to gain power and control over an- 
other person. There’s some risk involved 
so it’s thrill-seeking behavior.” 

More often than not, though, the ruses 
begin to unravel. Successfiil con artists can 
get careless, increasing the likelihood of

"Ifs bi^ic-ally the notion of accufuiulai- 
ing a record of evidence of fcaudulent be- 
havior that eventually catches up to you, 
and that’s why con artists move around a 
lot,” Lurigio said. 

Until then, they are able to design ploys 
to get what they want. 

“What makes them successful is they 
can be very charming. They are believers 
in their own invention. When you believe 
in something, you deliver it very well,” said 
Tamar Frankel, Boston University law pro- 
fessor and author of “The Ponzi Scheme 
Puzzle: A History and Analysis of Con Art- 
ists and Victims.” 

People often ignore the signs that they 
might be getting played. Red flags such as 
requests for money in advance, undue pres- 
sure and promises of getting rich quick of- 
ten go without deeper investigation. 

If it’s too good to be true, it probably is. 
“If it’s illegal a little bit, keep away If it’s a 
secret, keep away If you don’t get all the 
information, keep away If there’s a lot of 
charm but no substance, run,” Frankel said. 

People should not wire cash, pay for 
taxes or transfer fees for a so-called lottery 
win, said Tom Joyce, spokesman for Better 
Business Bureau in Chicago. Also, people 
should be careful about getting college 
loan debt relief or help with fixing their 
credit. 

“Scammers are smart, and these scams 
work because people send them money If 
people didn’t send money, they’d stop do- 
ing it,” Joyce said. 

In hindsight, the red flags were there 
for Bullock, who ended up reporting the 
sweepstakes scam to the Better Business 
Bureau. “I don’t even enter .sweepstakes.

As the son of a former player and coach in 
the NBA, Mike Dunleavyjr. has been around 
basketball his entire life. Entering his 12th 
season, the swingman came to Chicago as a 
free agent last summer to help the Bulls reach 
their goal of an NBA title. 

He might be waiting awhile. Although 
Dunleavy averages a respectable ii.o points, 
3.9 rebounds and 2.0 assists this season, the 
Bulls are just 17-19. More important, who knows 
when Derrick Rose comes back and how effec- 
tive he’ll be? 

“This definitely isn’t what any of us envi- 
sioned at the start of this season,” said the 
33 -year-old Dunleavy who recently cracked 
the starting lineup. “But starting doesn’t 
change my approach. ... My body feels good, 
so if that’s what it calls for. I’m ready” 

For now, all Dunleavy can do is draw on his 
extensive experience to help his team reach 
the playoffs. 

Dunleav/s dad, Mike Dunleavy Sr., played 
II seasons in the NBA and spent 17 more years 
as a head coach with the L. A. Lakers, Milwau- 
kee, Portland and the L.A. Clippers. 

“I’ve wanted to be a basketball player for as 
long as I could remember,” Dunleavyjr. said. 
“Going to games, going to practices and see- 
ing these guys was cool. That was my dad’s 
job, and I didn’t think about doing anything 
else.”

“Mel would absolutely kick me ... if I ever 
said it was him,” Bale, 39, said with a grin. “He’d 
say he’s far too flamboyant. I had somebody 
describing Irv as being quite sweet, and I know 
Mel would just want to vomit. ... For it to truly 
be a proper character, you have to go beyond 
an imitation. You have to have the license to be 
able to create something more.” 

It’s certainly true that ‘American Hustle” is 
a wild, euphoric exercise in creative extrapola- 
tion. A fictionalized account of the FBI’s Ab- 
scam sting operation of the late ’70s and early 
’80s, the film centers on Rosenfeld, who finds 
himself at the mercy of hapless agent Richie 
DiMaso (Bradley Cooper), who is determined 
to make his reputation by nabbing dirty politi- 
cians — and possibly mobsters. 

“He’s the consummate con man who cons 
nobody with what’s happening at the top of 
his head,” Bale said. “It’s like one ear throwing 
a lifeline to the other one, and nobody is fooled 
by it whatsoever. That is so much more inter- 
esting than playing {him} for some sort of slick 
character.” 

Before December had concluded, director 
David O. RusseU’s gleefuUy garish romp had 
captured numerous critics’ honors, in addi- 
tion to Screen Actors Guild and Golden Globe 
nominations. (Bale was nominated for a Globe 
for lead actor in a comedy or musical.)

While the actor said he’s quite comfortable 
feeling out a path for his character, Russell’s 
unusual process did lead to some conflict. 

“We had a little period when we were {butt- 
ing heads} on the set, all for a desire to come 
up with the best work,” Bale said. “We’ve been 
through that before. There are different dy- 
namics with different people. With David, I 
know that his heart and mind are very unique 
and absolutely sincere and that we are going to 
come up with something very interesting. So 
be it if we have to rock and roll a little bit in 
order to get there.” 

As for the new accolades that might come 
his way Bale is somewhat circumspect. Recog- 
nition is appreciated, he said, but it isn’t what 
motivates him. The actor is more concerned 
about moving on to the next great acting chal- 
lenge. 

“I’m human. I would absolutely be lying if I 
said it’s unimportant to me,” Bale said before 
clarifying his point. “ ‘Importance’ is the wrong 
word, but does it give you a sense of pride? Yes. 
Human beings saying we like what you’ve done, 
we’d like to give you something that shows how 
much we liked what you’ve done.”
